riot H?ve Not Been Forgotten by 


Those He Benefited. 


Two 
hundred 
jears 
ago 
Hans 


Egpde set sail from Bergen, Norway, 
for Gieenland with tlie idea of acting 
as a millenary to the descendants 
of Norwegians who had preceded him 
by eight centuries. 
With him on the 


"Hiiabet," or "Hope," were his wife, 
his four small children and 34 others. 
Tliej. arrived In Ball's river July 3. 
Though he found no colonists he did 
find what he felt was a rare oppor- 
tunity. 


Hans Egede was a hundred per 


cent Norwegian. 
But In his day 


Norway was under Danish sover- 
eignty and It was, after all, FreOer- 
ifk 
IV who did what he could to 


finance his undertaking. 


Although Egede, when he arrived 


in Greenland, was disappointed, he 
was not discouraged. He at once 
began his work among the Eskimos, 
translatad the Bible—with the Jn- 
valuable assistance 
of his young 


children—Into 
ttieir language, and 


what Is probably of greater signi- 
ficance for civilization, re-establish- 
ed trade relations with Denmark 
that have continued to this day. 
His book entitled "A Description of 
Greenland," has not been entirely 
superseded even now. When he re- 
turned to Denmark In 1736, his son 
Paul continued Die work lie had be- 
gun. 
He died at Copenhagen in 


1758, Justly regarded by the Danes 
as one of the most courageous and 
astute missionaries the world has 
known. It Is to him that the 
are Indebted for their one and tnily 
great overseas possession. 


SEAL ALWAYS WORK OF ART 


Almost Everywhere Stones of Peculiar 


Beauty, Were Chosen for These 


Marks of Identification. 


Seals and their impressions, wheth- 


er antiquarian or recently made, have 
always stimulated the fancy of the 
connoisseur and art student by their 
charming effect and th« Ingenuity 
displayed In putting so much on BO 
small a space. 


The use of the seal for the Ideutifl 


cation of objects by making a unique 
and Inimitable merk upon them was 
adopted In early times by nations. 


We know from the Old Testament 


that the ancient Jews had them in 
use, and recall the dialogue between 
Jfldah and Tamar in Genesis 88:18, 
which says: "What pledge shall I 
give thee?" to be answered with, 
"Thy signet and thy bracelets." This 
signet was probably similar to those 
used In ancient Egypt, a cylinder of 
hard stone, engraved with a personal 
device. There are many such In the 
British museum. 


In Egypt the Impression of a seal 


was usually taken In Nile mud and 
attached 
to documents. 
Later on 


among the Latin races seals were used 
for bags of money, documents and 
even private rooms, and were im- 
pressed In wax. The delight which 
the ancients always had In bright and 
sparkling objects led to tie choice of 
hard transparent stones of peculiar 
beauty which lend themselves to en- 
graving, and so It Is that the seal at- 
tracted the attention of men cunning 
In producing lovely little works of 
art. 


Gladstone Explains His First Budget 


We owe to the late duke of Argyll 


an account of the cabinet meeting in 
1853 at which Mr. Gladstone, then for- 
ty-three years of age, explained the 
proposals of the first of his series of 
famous budgets. "He came Into the 
room," writes the duke, "with a large, 
flat, shallow official box, very old and 
shabby, onered 
with 
drab-colored 


leather. 
He sat on a chair nearly 


fronting the window, whilst we all sat 
In a kind of loop around him. Open- 
ing the box on his knee, so that its lid 
stood upright and afforded a rest for 
any paper placed upon Its edge, he be- 
gan a conversational exposition, which 
endured, without a moment's Interrup- 
tion, for more than three hours." The 
speech In which Mr. Gladstone laid 
this budget before the house lasted 
close upon five hours.

groves of Florida. 
These inspectors 


are not only inspecting the trees for 
citrus canker but also looking for 
other dangerous pests and diseases 
known to occur on citrus trees. 


It was one year ago that citi*us 


canker was last found in Florida. The 
ituation now appears to be encourag- 
ing. However, as there are over fifteen 
million citrus trees known to be grow- 
ing in the state and as it requires 
several years for the present plant 
board's force ot. inspectors to inspect 
all these trees, it is not cafo to say 
canker is entirely eradicated. 
It is 


possible that come canker still exists 
in some of the remote groves. 


This disease is known to be present 


in several of the Gulf states, as well 
as in most all citrus sections of the 
world. 
Therefore, eternal vigilante 


nntot be practiced in Florida for years, 
even though there be no indications of 
citrus canker here. As long as canker 
is present anywhere, just so long will 
it be necessary for Florida to main- 
tain inspection, for it may be brought 
in at any time.

The machinery to be used in manu- 


facturing ice has been purchased and 
will be here ready for installation as 
soon as the foundations are ready to 
receive it. The machinery can be in- 
strlled at the same time construction 
work on the building is being done, so 
when the structure is completed t'.e 
plant will be ready to begin opera- 
tions 


The plant will be 15 tons capacity, 


which can be crowded to more than 
that if necessary and a storage plant

cerning fearful famines of the past, 
from which the following is quoted: 


"Among the earliest authentic rec- 


ords of history Is the famous 'stele 
of famine,' recently discovered carved 
on a tomb of granite on the island of 
Sahal, in the first Cataract of the 
Kile. Egyptologists differ as to the 
exact antiquity, but there is evidence 
to prove that it was chiseled in the 
time of Tclieser (or Tosorthus), who 
held sway over Egypt nearly two thou- 
sand years before the time of Abra- 
ham. 


"A period greater than that which 


stretches between the Crucifixion and 
the present day elapsed after the fam- 
ine of Tcheser's reign before Joseph 
arrived to hold sway over this same 
land of Egypt. As the chief admin- 
istrator for one of the Hyksos Pha- 
raohs, he prepared for seven lean years 
which were to drive his brothers and 
his aged father, Jacob, out of Canaan, 
down into the valley of the Nile in 
search of corn. 


"One of the earliest chiefs of sys- 


tematic famine relief work was Augus- 
tus Caesar, who was at war -with the 
Parthians when summoned back t» 
Rome by the disaster of 28 B. O, 
when the Tiber overflowed, causing 
widespread suffering. 


"The starving plebeians proclaimed 


him dictator and urged him to assume 
control of the corn supply, which he 
did with exceptional skill and Indus- 
try. He sent ships to many quarters 
of the Mediterranean to collect corn, 
and placed his stepson, Tiberius, in 
charge of the work of unloading the 
grain at Ostia and transporting It 
to the capital, all of which was dont 
with great dispatch. 


"From 
the 
time 
of 
Augustine, 


throughout the days of the empire, 
Rome'seldom suffered from famine— 
a striking contrast to the frequency 
of this affliction in the days of the 
infant republic. 


"Probably in no other country of the 


world has a people been brought to 
such a low ebb of morality or become 
so completely lost to all semblance of 
rational humanity as in the series of 
famines which swept over Egypt dur 
ing the tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
centuries, under Mohammedan rule. A 
low Nile in 967 A. D. resulted in a 
famine the 
following year, which 


swept away 600,000 people in the vi- 
cinity of the city of Fustat, G'awhar, 
a Mohammedan Joseph, founded a 
new city (the Cairo of today) a short 
distance from the stricken town and 
immediately organized relief measures. 


"The story of famines in England 


has been a gloomy one from earliest 
imes. 


"While backward seasons were con- 


tributing factors, the responsibility 
"or the two great famines of Henry 
H.'s reign is to be laid at the door 
at the government itself. In the first 
>t these (1235) 20,000 persons are said 
o h:iv(> died In London alone. 
The 


luffering in 1257-1259 was even worse. 


"Ireland has been a land of many 


woes, and not the least of these have 
een the famines which from time to 
ime have taken siich heavy toll of the 
sland's manhood. As early as 963- 
964 an intolerable famine vlsifed the 
onntry, and parents are said to have 
old their children In order to get 
money « Hi which to buy food.

its common use as th* solid body ol 
furniture. 
Manufacturers are resort- 


Ing more and more to the use of ve- 
netrs. Articles of furniture, ranging 
from tables to phonograph cases, have 
skeletons of cheap wood covered with 
a thin skin of high quality stuff. 


The skin is usually not more than 


one-twentieth of an inch thick. A 
thousand board feet of lumber will 
produce 10,000 square feet of veneer. 
Thus a great economy Is obtained, and 
the furniture produced by this meth- 
od is as pretty to look at as if It 
were what it purporte to be.

Early in the development of science 


Ice occupied the attention and engaged 
the researches of famous scientists. 
Galileo in 1597 discovered that ice was 
lighter than water, but it does not ap- 
pear that he made any particular prog- 
ress beyond this fact. 


Hegelatlon waa, observed by Fara- 


day in 1860, and the Investigation car- 
ried on by J. D. Forbes, by Tyndall 
and by Thomson Jed to the knowledge 
that commercialization of ice produc- 
tion might be turned Into a great In- 
dustry. 


Americans came to the fore Immedi- 


ately after. Boston exportation trade 
was begun by Tudor in 1806, and In 
]857 Harrison perfected the machine 
whereby the use of ether and salt wa- 
ter mad* possible the mass production 
of artificial ice. 


Ancient* Did Not Temper Copper. 
The general belief that the ancients 


were able to harden or temper copper 
to a greater extent than is now possi- 
ble is a myth in the opinion of the 
United States geological survey, De- 
partment of the Interior. It is well 
known to metallurgists that processes 
of rolling will harden copper to some 
extent and that it can also be hardened 
by the addition of other metals. Speci- 
mens of ancient so-called "tempered" 
copper that have been examined have 
invariably proved to be no harder than 
copper that is manufactured to-day, or 
to be simply an alloy of copper and 
eoiife otter metal.

Unsolved Mystery of Nature. 


The exact principle which causes ft 


magnet to- take hold of metals and 
cling to them with a force which over- 
comes the principle of gravity Is, like 
electricity, one of Nature's unsolved 
mysteries, the Detroit News remarks. 
It Is merely known that a piece of iron 
which has been electrically treated 
will attract and hold various other 
metals. The force it exerts is called 
"magnetism." 


The most logical explanation would 


appear to be that an electrically-treat- 
ed piece of iron gives off a force 
analogous to that given off by radium, 
In that It will affect other pieces of 
metal without materially lessening its 
own power. 


The name "magnet" is derived from 


the mineral "magnetite." 
This, in 


turn. !s so called because lr was first 
discovered in Magnesia. Magnetite Is 
a natural magnet, of which lodestone 
is one of the best known \arieties.

Deeds of Great Missionary and Pat- 


riot H?ve Not Been Forgotten by 


Those He Benefited. 


Two 
hundred 
jeai-s 
ago 
Hans 


Egpde set sail from Bergen, Norway, 
for Gietnl.ind with the idea of acting 
as a uiifSiouary to the descendants 
of Norwegians who Imd preceded him 
by eight centuries. 
With him on the 


"Hitabet," or "Hope," were his wife, 
his four small children and 34 others. 
T\\eg. arrived In Ball's river July 3. 
Though he found no colonists he did 
find what he felt was a rare oppor- 
tunity. 


Hans Egede was & hundred per 


cent Norwegian. 
But In his day 


Norway was under Danish sover- 
eignty and It was, after all, FreOer- 
ifk 
IV who did what he could to 


finance his undertaking. 


Although Egede, when he arrived 


In Greenland, was disappointed, he 
was not discouraged. 
He at once 


began his work among the Eskimos, 
translatad the Bible—with the Jn- 
valuable 
assistance 
of his young 


children—Into 
their 
language, and 


what Is probably of greater signi- 
ficance for civilization, re-establish- 
ed trade relations 
with Denmark 


that have continued to this day. 
His hook entitled "A Description of 
Greenland," has not been entirely 
superseded even now. 
When he re- 


turned to Denmark In 1736, his son 
Paul continued Die work lie had be- 
gun. 
He died at Copenhagen in 


1758, Justly regarded by the Danes 
as one of the most courageous and 
astute missionaries the world has 
known. It Is to him that the Danes 
are Indebted for their one and truly 
great overseas possession. 


SEAL ALWAYS WORK OF ART 


Almost Everywhere Stones of Peculiar 


Beauty, Were Chosen for These 


Marks of Identification. 


Seals and their impressions, wheth- 


er antiquarian or recently made, have 
always stimulated the fancy of the 
connoisseur and art student by their 
charming effect and the Ingenuity 
displayed In putting so much on BO 
small a space. 


The use of the seal for the Identifi- 


cation of objects by making a unique 
and Inimitable mark upon them was 
adopted In early times by nations. 


We know from the Old Testament 


that the ancient Jews had them In 
use, ami recall the dialogue between 
Jndah and Tamar ID Genesis 88:18, 
which says: "What pledge shall I 
give thee?" to he answered with, 
"Thy signet and thy bracelets." This 
signet was probably similar to those 
used In ancient Egypt, a cylinder of 
hard stone, engraved with a personal 
device. There are many such In the 
British museum. 


In Egypt the Impression of a seal 


was usually taken In Nile mud and 
attached 
to documents. 
Later on 


among the Latin races seals were used 
for bags of money, documents and 
even private rooms, and were Im- 
pressed In wax. The delight which 
the ancients always had In bright and 
sparkling objects led to the choice of 
hard transparent stones of peculiar 
beauty which lend themselves to en- 
graving, and BO It Is that the seal at- 
tracted the attention of men cunning 
In producing lovely little works of 
art. 


Gladstone Explains His First Budget. 


We owe to the late duke of Argyll 


an account of the cabinet meeting In 
1853 at which Mr. Gladstone, then for- 
ty-three yenrs of age, explained the 
proposals of the first of his series of 
famous budgets. "He came Into the 
room," writes the fluke, "with a large, 
flat, shallow official box, very old and 
shabby, 
ccnered 
with 
drab-colored 


leather. 
He sat on a chair nearly 


fronting the window, whilst we all sat 
In a kind of loop around him. Open- 
Ing the box on his knee, so that its lid 
stood upright and afforded a rest for 
any paper placed upon Its edge, he be- 
gan a conversational exposition, which 
endured, without a moment's Interrup- 
tion, for more than three hours." The 
speech In which Mr. Gladstone laid 
thle budget before the house lasted 
close upon five hours.

cerning fearful famines of the past, 
from which the following is quoted: 


"Among the earliest authentic rec- 


ords of history Is the famous 'stele 
of famine,' recently discovered carved 
on a tomb of granite on the island of 
Sahal, in the first Cataract of the 
Kile. Egyptologists differ as to the 
exact antiquity, but there is evidence 
to prove that it was chiseled in the 
time of Tclieser (or Tosorthus), who 
held sway over Egypt nearly two thou- 
sand years before the time of Abra- 
ham. 


"A period greater than that which 


stretches between the Crucifixion and 
the present day elapsed after the fam- 
ine of Tcheser's reign before Joseph 
arrived to hold sway over this same 
land of Egypt. As the chief admin- 
istrator for one of the Hyksos Pha- 
raohs, he prepared for seven lean years 
which were to drive his brothers and 
his aged father, Jacob, out of Canaan, 
down into the valley of the Nile in 
search of corn. 


"One of the earliest chiefs of sys- 


tematic famine relief work was Augus- 
tus Caesar, who was at war -with the 
Parthians when summoned back t» 
Rome by the disaster of 28 B. O, 
when the Tiber overflowed, causing 
widespread suffering. 


"The starving plebeians proclaimed 


him dictator and urged him to assume 
control of the corn supply, which he 
did with exceptional skill and Indus- 
try. He sent ships to many quarters 
of the Mediterranean to collect corn, 
and placed his stepson, Tiberius, in 
charge of the work of unloading the 
grain at Ostia and transporting It 
to the capital, all of which was dont 
with great dispatch. 


"From 
the 
time 
of 
Augustine, 


throughout the days of the empire, 
Rome'seldom suffered from famine— 
a striking contrast to the frequency 
of this affliction in the days of the 
infant republic. 


"Probably in no other country of the 


world has a people been brought to 
such a low ebb of morality or become 
so completely lost to all semblance of 
rational humanity as in the series of 
famines which swept over Egypt dur 
ing the tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
centuries, under Mohammedan rule. A 
low Nile in 967 A. D. resulted in a 
famine the 
following year, which 


swept away 600,000 people in the vi- 
cinity of the city of Fustat, G'awhar, 
a Mohammedan Joseph, founded a 
new city (the Cairo of today) a short 
distance from the stricken town and 
immediately organized relief measures. 


"The story of famines in England 


has been a gloomy one from earliest 
imes. 


"While backward seasons were con- 


tributing factors, the responsibility 
"or the two great famines of Henry 
H.'s reign is to be laid at the door 
at the government itself. In the first 
>t these (1235) 20,000 persons are said 
o h:iv(> died In London alone. 
The 


luffering in 1257-1259 was even worse. 


"Ireland has been a land of many 


woes, and not the least of these have 
een the famines which from time to 
ime have taken siich heavy toll of the 
sland's manhood. As early as 963- 
964 an intolerable famine vlsifed the 
onntry, and parents are said to have 
old their children In order to get 
money « Hi which to buy food. 
On 


t least i. re occasions the peasantry 
u been driven to cannibalism."

Thus hardly 
anv furniture nowadays Is made of 
solid mahogany, and inferior materi 
als have very generally taken the 
place of the disappearing "cabinet 
woods." 


Indeed, high-grade lumber of any 


kind is now so costly as to prohibit 
its common use as th* solid body ol 
furniture. 
Manufacturers are resort- 


Ing more and more to the use of ve- 
netrs. Articles of furniture, ranging 
from tables to phonograph cases, have 
skeletons of cheap wood covered with 
a thin skin of high quality stuff. 


The skin is usually not more than 


one-twentieth of an inch thick. A 
thousand board feet of lumber will 
produce 10,000 square feet of veneer. 
Thus a great economy Is obtained, and 
the furniture produced by this meth- 
od is as pretty to look at as if It 
were what it purporte to be.
